Each local 
organization-in the chamber’s mem- 
bership should give close attention 
to all factors which will promote 
Street and highway safety. 

“To reduce traffic accidents, 
compulsory insurance has in 

some quarters been advocated 
for the owner of each automo- 
bile. A careful study of these 
proposals fails to disclose rea- 
sons to believe that, if adopted, 
they will reduce accidents. 

“For and for other 
reasons submitted to the conven- 

tion, we oppose the principles of 
compulsory automobile insurance 
and advocate efforts which are ¢cal- 
culated to increase the safety of 
our streets and our highways for 
all users.” 

In its resolution covering high- 
way development, it was pointed 
Out that modern roads have focused 
attention upon the benefits which 
adequate highways systems can 
bring to all countries. 

“Living standards are 
creased means of communication 
lessen misunderstandings, and in- 
ternational trade is fostered,” the 
resolution stated. ‘“‘We, therefore, 
look’.with favor upon -all sound 
proposals for international high- 
way conferences on the subject of 
improved highways and ask that all 
possible steps be taken to facili- 
tate through such conferences the 
exchange of knowledge respecting 
all phases of highway develop- 
ment.”

_New York, May 15.—The.un- 
paralleled increase in production 
and manufacturing efficiency in 
American industry since pre-war 
days is reflected in the report of 
the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board, Inc. The automobile 
industry, according to the report, 
has shown the biggest gains dur- 
ing the period from 1914 to 1923, 
with-an increase in produc ‘tion of 
250 per cent.

This information was contained 
in a statement issued today by Al- 
fred P. Sloan, Jr., president, whe 
placed the April sales to users by 
dealers at 135,643 cars and trucks, 
compared with 106,061 cars and 
trucks sold in March, the previous 
high month. Prior to that the 
high month was April, 1923, when 
105,778 cars were placed. 

The total General Motors sales 
for the first four months of this 
year ts 361,363, against 233,008 
for the first four mofiths of last 
year, a gain of 55 per cent. 

The $4 extra dividend declared 
at the meeting of directors on 
Thursday was larger than was an- 
ticipated in most quarters, The 
corporation's last extra dividend 
was $5 in November last, and the 
regular dividend on the common 
stock was raised from $6 to $7 in 
January. 

At the May meeting the regular 
quarterly dividends of $1.75 on the 
common stock, 1% per cent. each 
on the per cent. preferred and 
debenture stocks, and 1% per cent, 
on the 7 per cent. preferred stock 
were declared.

EW YORK, May 15.— 

Signal lights are increas- 
ing the vehicle capacity of 
streets and reducing the num- 
ber of motor accidents in the!

Twenty-nine of these 
affirm that the use of signal lights 
reduces the number

Twenty-six report that the adop- 
tion of lights has made it possible 
to increase the volume af traffic 
on streets. Five are of the opinion 
that signal lighting is not helpful 
in this regard, even though useful 
as a safety measure, 

That improved regulation is 
having beneficent effects seems 

to be borne out by the figures of 
motor fatalities for the first 
quarter, which register a 4 per 
cent. decrease for the same 
period a year ago.

“It is our observation that the 
signal light system has greatly re- 
duced accidents in the area in 
which they have been installed, 
particularly since the restrictions 
on pedestrians went into effect.’’

On 16th Street and on Massa- 
chusetts Avenue it is now possible 
to enter traffic with the green 
lights and to continue without 
stopping, due to the timing of the 
lights. 

There are at least three schools 
of thought with regard to the use 
of signals, The majority of opin- 
fon finds them effective. The 
Washington, D. C., system intro- 
duces new possibilities. The third 
group believes that the future will 
see less mechanical control. 

“Our country owes much,” 
says George M. Graham, chair- 
man of the traffic planning and 
safety committee of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, “to the pioneering work 
of safety councils, newspapers, 
automobile clubs, health depart- 
ments, police departments and 
jother groups who for some time 
past have realized that the de- 
velopment of scientific records 
on this situation is essential to 
sane procedure. Particularly 
are we indebted to the National 
Conference on Street and High- 
way Safety called by Secretary 
Hoover which did so much to 
stimulate public interest in this

Detroit, May 15,—Traffic rep-

The Detroit district individually 
shows a 32 per cent. increase in 
outbound business and a received 
volume that is 13 per cent. greater 
than it was last year at the corre- 
sponding period of the year. Au- 
tomotive plants in Detroit and its 
traffic neighborhood report con- 
tinued prosperity, with excellent 
outlook for future business, 

At Flint, Buick and Chevrolet 
are going strong, with no signs 
of a let-up in the uninterrupted 
stream of constantly increasing 
business that has characterized 
their operations; at Lansing, 
Oldsmobile, Olds and Durant are 
continuously active. 

From the Grand Rapids district 
comes a report of an 8 per cent. bet« 
ter outbound movement and 2) per 
cent. better inbound.

SALES OF TRUCKS 
REPORTED ACTIVE 


General Increases Are 
Shown Over Year 
Ago 


Milwaukee, May 15. — Mil- 
waukee truck dealers are jubilant 
over the brisk business they 
have been doing so far this 
month. Business in this territory 
is traditionally seasonal, and a 
May spurt is always looked for- 
ward to.

Rail or Bus Routes |

Twice That on R. R.

| character. 

“In the last twenty-five years 
the American public has_ in- 
creased the investment of its 
transportation plant from $10,- 
500,000,000 to $50,000,000,000 
and Mas increased its annual ex- 
penditure for transportation of 
property and persons from 
$1,500,000,000 to somewhere be- 
tween eighteen and twenty bil- 
lion dollars,” the statement con- 
tinues. 

“The change has been most 
rapid in the last-five years, when 
vne inwestment has increased from 
$36,000,000,000 to $50,000,000,000 
and the annual transportation

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Synthetic Rubber 


R. C. H. HERTY, president of the Synthetic Organic | 
Chemical Manufacturers’ Association, recently pre- : 
dicted that the time would come when chemists would pro-'

duce a synthetic rubber to replace the natural variety that | 
we now use, and to sell at under 20 cents per pound. He said | 
that even today the chemist could take a potato and turn it. 


into a solid rubber ball, but that the process is so costly that 
the achievement is in the nature of an interesting “stunt” | 
rather than a commercial asset. 

This latter: condition always has been the way in which | 
progress in the synthetic production of natural products has | 
proceeded. First comes the ability to produce any given | 
substance, but at a cost which prohibits its commercial | 
development. Then gradually, by experimentation and | 
development, the chemists are able to lessen the cost of pro-; 
duction to a point where the synthetic product enters into; 
competition with the natural one. 

If there was any one thing in the world needed 
to hasten the production of a commercially success- 
ful synthetic rubber formula, it was the recent 
squeeze in the natural rubber market. While rubber 
was fetching 15 or 20 cents a pound in the open 
market, it would not have been worth a chemist’s 
time to bother with trying to produce the substance 
in the laboratory, but with the price ranging up to 
a dollar or more, the best scientific brains in the 
world would find the subject a fascinating one. 
There are probably scores of chemists now working 
to produce a satisfactory synthetic rubber which 
shall be a commercial competitor of the natural 
substance. Sooner or later some of these .work- 
ers will find the secret, and the British rubber 
monopoly will “wish that it hadn’t.” 


Putting a Premium on Fines 


OV. SMITH of New York has just vetoed a bill which 
would have imposed~on the state a law giving towns 
and villages a part of the money collected in fines imposed 
within their corporate limits. The danger of this sort of 
legislation is obvious. It places a premium on the manufac- 
ture of chances for imposing fines. It would invite a return 
to the obnoxious speed trapping, which was a disgrace of 
the early days of motoring and which has finally been pretty 
well eliminated through the efforts of automobile clubs, 
dealer organizations-and other public-spirited bodies. 

Out in Ohio they have been fighting this very evil for 
years. The Ohio Automobile Association has spent thou- 
sands of dollars and great effort to get rid of the fining 
justice and his speed trap. The old method of doing the job 
was for the town and the justice to divide the spoils. Asa 
result, speed trapping grew into a regular industry which 
flourished exceedingly until automotive organizations man- 
aged to break it up. 

Every once in so often there comes an attempt to saddle 
this unfortunate system on some state or other. The man who 
frames the law may be perfectly honest in intent, but the 
whole system is too fraught with opportunities for graft 
and dishonesty for the motoring community to let it get by. 
Automotive merchants of every class are vitally interested in 
seeing that no such laws get on the statute books. 


Twenty-five years ago the London Times car- 
ried a leader protesting against the proposal to give 
motor cars numbers and compel the owners to dis- 
play them on their vehicles. “Will gentlemen travel- 
ing for pleasure consent to be ticketed in this 
fashion?” asked the historic paper of British con- 
servatism. Gentlemen in 1926 consent to be 
ticketed in this fashion and in any other fashion 
that happens to come into the traffic cop’s mind.

FOR TITLE BILLS 


A. A. A. Oppose Both 
Capper and Fenn 
Measures 


oo May 15.—Pas- 
sage of either the Cap- 
per or Fenn national automo- 
bile certificate_title bills at this 
session of congress is consid- 
ered extremely unlikely as 
hearings have not been held on 
either measure while their im- 
‘portance is not considered snuf- 
ficient to warrant quick action 
before Congress adjourns prob- 
ably about June 1. 

The American Automobile Asso- 
ciation, after a study and report 
on the two bills made by its re- 
search department, announced to- 
day that it will oppose any at- 
tempts to pass either measure. 

The bill sponsored by Senator 
Capper of Kansas provides that 





automobiles must be sold under 
abstract of title and bill of sale 
must accompany every transfer. 


The cost of each transfer would 
be $2. The measure, introduced by 
Representative Fenn of Connecticut 
is similar, providing for prompt 
registration of title, etc. In voic- 
ing its opposition to the two meas- 
ures, the A. A. A. today issued the 
following statement:— 

“Both bills are attempts to se- 
cure a Federal certificate of title 
law. If the Capper bill were 
passed, it would settle upon the 
motor vehicle owners an. immedi- 
ate expense of $40,000,000 and an 
addition expense of approximate- 
ly $20,000,000 per year, all of 

which would go to swell the re- 
ceipts of the Federal treasury. 
The immediate cost to motorists 
of the procedure under the Fenn 
bill would be abont one-fourth of 
that under the Capper bill, but 
the annual cost would be more 
than one-fourth, because it re- 
quires registration of the trans- 
fers, mortgages and pledges, 
while the Capper bill applies only 
to title transfers. 


“It is not likely that such a law 
would aid materially in preventing 
the theft and ready disposal of 
cars, or in apprehending the 
thieves.

Have Advantage 


London, May 15 (U. T. P. S.).— 
H. G. Burford and Wrest Lanches- 
ter, the delegates of the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
to the second World Motor Trans- 
port Congress, New York, have is- 
sued a report on investigations 
they made on motor trade matters 
in the United States and Canada. 

They say that while manufac- 
turers in Britain and America are 
both somewhat hampered.py legis- 
lation, this is more stringent in 
the former case.
